You have no doubt read 
in 
the 
farm press about the dairy farmer 
who had his herd of cows tested and 
one cow reacted. This cow appeared 
as healthy as the rest, so the fa r­ 
mer instead of selling lier for slaugh­ 
ter. sold lier to his hired man 
for 
wages. 
This 
hired man had seven 
children, 
five of whom contracted 
severe 
cases of tuberculosis after 
the fam ily began using milk 
from 
this cow. The other two children did 
not drink milk and did not take the 
disease. A pig and a cat wdiich were 
fed 
milk from the cow also con­ 
tracted the disease. 


An instance of this kind only goes 
to prove that a tubercular cow is a 
potent source of the disease in the 
human family, and also that healthy 
appearance does not always indicate 
that the animal is free from infec­ 
tion.
